correct inaccuracies so far as the late Lord 
was concerned, yet in the unjust notices of 
Lady Lytton I feei that delay would be preju- 
dicial to the very objett of my tru’t and the 
faithful discharge oi a duty I had unreservedly - 
accepted. Let, then, these letters tell their 
own tale. The correspondence carrics the 
reader with some intervals through the years 
of courtship and early married life, and it is 
remarkable that Miss Wheeler's letters over 
the same period are so carefully suppressed, 
thus affording reasonable ground tor believing 
that they would hardly support the general 
tenor of the * Biography.’ It may be a ques- 
tion of taste how far the publication of private 
correspondence may be justified, where it only 
supplements opinions already formed; but 
there can be no doubt of its necessity when 
used to redress wrong or to correct misstate- 
ments that are not only false in themseives but 


compel us to repudiate them with indignation 
as attempts to impose upon our credulity.” 


THE FiRST MEETING. 


The first meeting of Miss Wheeler with Mr. 
Edward Bulwer took place at a party at Miss 
Benger’s in October, 1825. Thus Miss Wheeler 
describes ber future husband: 

He had [she says in her autobiography] just re- 
turned from Paris, and was resplendent with 
French polish—as far as boots went. His cobweb 
cam bric shirt-front was a triamph of lace and em- 
broidery, a combination never seen in this country 
till -ix or seven years later [except on babies’ 
frocks}. Stads, too, except in racing stables, were 
then non est; buta perfect galaxy glittered down 
the centre of this fairy-like tingerie. His hair, 
which was really golden and abundant, be wore 
literally in long ringlets that almost reached his 
shoulders. He was unmistakably gentleman-like 
ipoking, Poor D’Orsay’s linen gauntiets had not 
yet burst upon the London world; but Mr. Lytton 
Bulwer had three inches of cambric encircling his 
coat cuffs, and fastened with jeweled siecve-links. 
Andaithough it wanted full five years till every 
man in society was caned,. he aise dangled from 
his ungloved and glittering right hand a somewhat 
gorgeousiy jewel-headed ebony cane; and the 
dangling was of the scientific kind, evidently 
* tearned, fharked, and inwardly digested.’’ 

Shortly after this meeting begins a series of 
208 letters, which the volume contains. The 
cold formality of the first two or three soon 
changes to something more passionate. * It 
has already been remarked,"’ says Lady Lytton’s 
executrix, “that Mr. Bulwer’s letters to Miss 
Wheeler exhaust the whole vocabulary of ama- 
tory declamation, but their want of reticence 
and diguity too clearly betrays a sensual 
abandoument to what she called the ‘love of a 
Basbaw,' not concealed by the affected but
